He accom- 
plished his end in this wise: He in- 
formed each grain dealer that if he 
paid more than the price Hoover 
fixed for wheat his license would be 
revoked. He fixed the price the mill- 
ers must pay the grain dealers. This 
cave the grain dealers a huge profit. 
He organized the Export Grain Cor- 
poration and placed at its head one 


of the grestest grain gambliers of the 


world. Through that corporation 
Hoover fixed the prices upon export 
grain 


“The result was that there was no 
place in the world for the farmer to 
sell 2 bushel of wheat except at the 
price fixed by Mr. Hoover. Mr. Hoo- 
ver was able to accomplish this by 
the arbitrary abuse of the licensing 
power granted to him 

“Because of this legislation and 
Mr Hoover's attitude the price of

Increased 
inequalities in taxation and failure to 
secure adequate revenue by the State 
and its local subdivisions have been 
the necessary result of this situation. 
In order that present conditions anil 
problems may be understood it is 


necessary to present a sketch of the 
development of our present system | 
of taxation. 

Development of Missouri's Tax Sys- 


tem. 
The Constitution of 1820 required 
property subject to taxa- 


This was the only pro- 
taxation in that 
As a result the entire 
matter of the kind and rate of taxa- 
tion for State and local purposes was 
left under legislative control. The 
first revenue act followed the plan 
that had obtained during the terri- 
torial period of enumerating the spe- 
cific kinds of property subject to 
taxation and different rates were 
provided for different articles. 

With the growth of the State new 
kinds of property appeared and 
these were added from time to time 
to the list of taxable subjects. 
Constitution of 1865 made an im- 
portant change in this system. It 
not only prohibited special 
tion exempting any property of any 
named person or corporation from 
taxation, but also provided in gener- 
al terms that no property should be 
exempt from taxation except that 
used exclusively for public schools 
and that belonging to the United 
counties or mu- 
nicipal corporations in this State. 
Legislature's exercige of its 
power of exempting property from 
taxation had aroused serious criti- 
cism and these provisions were in- 
tended to prevent this in the future. 
The Supreme court held, however, 
that they did more than this since 
the prohibition of any exemptions 
from taxation required that taxes be 
property. In other 
words, instead of a system taxing 
enumerated articles it was now nec- 
essary to tax all property This 
marked the introduction of the gen- 
eral property tax in Missouri 

The subject of taxation was of par- 
amount importance in the constitu- 
tional convention of 1875 and an en- 
tire article of 21 sections was de- 
voted to revenue and taxation This 
continued the general property tax 
evstem and strengthened its features.

This system worked fairly well 
as long as conditions were primitive 
and property simple in character. 
With the growth of industry and 
commerce the problem of assessment 
became increasingly difficult and 
fractional! rather than full assess- 
ments became the rule. This result- 
ed in gross inequalities among indi- 
viduals and different classes of prop- 
erty in the same county, and also 
‘among different counties of the 
State. In addition, money, stocks, 
bonds, notes and other kinds of in- 
tangible property tended to escape 
‘assessment entirely. The Assessor 
was compelled to rely largely upon 
the statements of the taxpayers, and 
|only in exceptional! cases was he able 
‘to discover property that had been 
omitted from the return. Missouri's 
experience in this matter has been 
duplicated in most of the states in 
the Union. Where assessment for 
State purposes is left to  locall, 
‘elected Assessor there is a strong 
temptation and tendency to 
the valuation in the case of the real 
property and other tangibles. Intan- 
'gibles are easily concealed, and as 
the tax rates in many cases are 
|confisgatory upon this kind of prop- 
erty 1© becomes impossible for the 
|'Assessor to reach it. 


Central Supervision of Local Assess- 
ments. 

In most states it has been found 
recessary to supplement the work of 
the local Assessors with supervision 
and control 
Missouri the State Senate was made 
a State Board of Equalization and 
had the function of equalizing val- 
ues among the counties. On account 
of the complex questions involved in 
assessing railroad property this mat- 
ter was taken away from the local 
Assessors in 187i and conferred upon 
the State board.

Past experience, however, proves 
that a décayed economic system mav 
linger with an infinite capacity for 
mischief long after all legitimate 
reasons for its continued existence 
have disappeared. Capitalism, st!1l 
holding political power, will utilize 
all the forces of the estate, military, 
police and judicial, the subsidize4 
preas and pulpit and the deadweight 
of tradition to maintain its suprem- 
acy. The fact the more clearly it 
realizes that it is doomed to extinc- 
tion by the gradual passing of its 
economic ascendency the more fran- 
tically will it cling to its remaining 
powers and the more ruthiesely use 
them in pereecution of the rising pro- 
letarian power.

Dramatic Center of Gravity Poises Momentarily 


Over St. Louis, as Works by Chekov and 
Sourgouchev Are Produced. 


By Richard L. Stokes. 


E “Hairy Apes” of America’s interior stokeholds long ago subsided 
into becoming abjectness before New York’s occupancy of the hurri- 
eane-deck of the theater. But for once the monster is stirred to 


fling down his shovel, scuffle up the companionway and send a barbaric 
yawp across the promenade—towit: That St. Louis, the abode of troglodytes, 
has made a contribution to dramatic history. 

On the evening of April 18, at the Little Theater of the Artists’ Guild, 
there occurred the first American performance of Anton Chekov’s “Uncle 
Vanya.” Under the same auspices last Monday night Ilya Sourgouchev's 
“The Violins of Autumn” was presenteed for the first time in the United 
States; and that not merely. So far as can be learned, the very name of 
Sourgouchev made on this occasion its debut on the English-speaking stage. 
No work of this vigorous and lyrical talent, it appears, had previously been 


produced in either America or Great 

It is rare that theatrical events in 
St. Louls may bear the label of “‘pre- 
miere.” What is far more, one asks 
whether New York, the fountain- 
head cf “first nights,"’ has introduced 
this season any new plays—exccpt 
Bugene O'Neill's dramas and An- 
dreyeff's “He Who Gets Slapped’’— 
which are to be named in the same 
breath with these Russian works. 
“Incle Vanya” has been pronounced 
‘the most beautiful and poignant of 
modern plays;’’ and as for “The Vio- 
lins of Autumn,” an gpinion was ex- 
pressed in these columns that ‘“‘the 
portrait of Varvara Lavrov provides 
a role of such powerful and opulent 
feeling as to Summon the genius of 
an emotional actress of the grand 
style—for instance, Bertha Kalich.” 


Still a Chance to See Them. 

OR the information of those 

who have not witnessed the per- 
formances, or who may desire to at- 
tend them again, it may be reiter- 
ated that “Uncle Vanya” will -be 
given at the Artists’ Guild on Thurs- 
day and Friday nights of this week, 
and on the evenings of May 16 and 
18. It will aleo be presented at Co- 
lumbia, for the University of Mis- 
sourt, on May 20. ‘Violins of Au- 
tumn” will be repeated at the Art- 
ists’ Guild mext Wednesday night, 
and on the evenings of May 15 and 
17. 

Not only did the Artists’ Guild and 
the Players produce the plays; they 
had the enlightened initiative to en- 
gage Dr. Gregory Zilboorg to pro- 
duce them according to Russian in- 
terpretation. Now that the dust of 
battle has settled and the screams 
of the wounded have abated, it may 
be confideritly predicted that the 
stamp of Dr. Zilboorg’s methods will 
remain upon Artists’ Guild produc- 
tions for some time to come. 

No other director in the near fu- 
ture, one ventures to say, will dare 
permit his actors to chant and moan 
instead of talk, to indulge in over- 
emphasis, to accentuate any one 
role, from motives of vanity, at the 
expense of the whole: to rant. to 
abuse gesture, to affect the vibrato. 
It ts no invaluable gift to have es- 
tablished a tradition of simplicity, 
naturalness and tuste. 


Lessons for American Playwrichta. 
HANKS to Dr. Zilboorg’s dev- 


astating energy, and also to the 
deVYotion and previous experience of 
the amateur players composing his 
casts, the Russian director was able 
fo achieve creditable and, we be- 
lieve, rather representative perform- 
fnees of both works, after a re- 
hearsal period of lees than six weeks. 
TO essay perfection, six weeks of 

Preparation would have been bricf 
for “Uncle Vanya” alone. even with 
Professional actors. The marvel, un- 
der the circumstances, is that the 
Productions were not merely toler- 
able, but rendered back so percept- 
ible & gavor of the moods of the 

mas. 

“Uncle Vanya” appears by com- 
MON consent to be the worthiest urh 
Gertaking ever accomplished by the 
Artists’ Guild and the Players: but 
these organizations will not have 
fulfilled their highest function unless. 
as Dr. Zilboorg hopes, a “spiritual 
Gigestion” of the two plays invig- 
erates native playwrights to attempt 
original American dramas. The 
Principal lineament of both is an 
utiflinching veracity; they look life in 
the face and report it candidly. “Un- 
cle Vanya” is a revelation of tech- 
nique, With a structure so supple and 
fine that its very existence is at first 
Slance not always diecernible—mrch 
®8 Generations of observers stared at 
the base of the Parthenon's pedi- 
ment without detecting that its line 
is subtly curved. 

Both playwrights, following Ibsen,

The American national theater, if 
any, will not derive from Proadway, 
according to Dr. Zilboorg, but from 
such institutions as the Little The- 
ater, The most valuable plays pre- 
sented this .season at the  profes- 
sional theaters of St. Louis were 
“Abraham Lincoln,” “‘The W hite- 
Headed Boy” and “The Emperor 
Jones,’ all of which—surely through 
no mere coincidence—hailed origi- 
nally from noncommercial play- 
houses. Authors ambitious to con- 
tribute to a nationa! drama wil! first 
compel themselves to forget the very 
existence of Broa@way. Revolted by

The 
entries prove she is Dmitry’s daugh- 
ter and that she is only 25—as Victor 
might have satisfied himself had h: 
looked at her twice. They clinch. 
Vera rushes in. She ejaculates: ‘@h, 
goshdarnovich! Well, anyhow, it's 
Vanya Whitesky, the boy next door, 
who's intrigued me all the time; s9 
there!’ ”

Deficiency in State Revenones. 

URING Governor Folk’s admin- 

istration the inadequacy of State 
revenues became manifest and the 
growing demands of State depart- 
ments and institutions increased the 
situation 
from the year to year. The fear of 
a deficiency induced Governor Folk 
to resort to the extra Constitutional 
device of holding up a portion of the 
appropriations made by the legisla- 
ture. He did not veto the {tems as 
he knew they were entirely proper 
but he required the officials and 
boards to agree not to expend the 
amounts until] they were released by 
him. This practice has been contin- 
ved by his sucessors. 

The State tax on property for gen- 
eral revenue purposes was limited to 
15 cents on the $100 valuation and 
as three-fourths of the State's rev- 
enue was derived from this source 
it is matural that relief should have 
been sought in increased valuations 

Governor Hadley endeavored to 
secure such action by the board of 
equalization. While he was sup- 
ported by State Treasurer Cowgill, 
the other three members of the 
board were opposed and the plan 
failed. Governor Hadley was able 
to secure some increase in revenue 
from other sources and by adopting 
Governor Folk’s expedient of hold- 


ing up appropriations he was able, 


to prevent a deficit. 

During the succeeding administra- 
tion matters approached a crisis. 
After the adjournment of the Leg- 
islature in 1815 Gov. Major vetoed or 
held up nearly $2,250,000, and later, 
in 1916, the closing year of his ad- 
ministration, he issued instructions 
to various officials and boards fre- 
quiring them to refrain from mak- 
ing certain expenditures of their ap- 
propriations, which amounted in the 


Gov. Gardner's Program. 

In the face of these facts, Gov. 
Gardner, who was elected in 1916, 
frankly admitted the existence of a 
deficiency in State revenues. He 
also recognized the inequalities ani 
infustices resulting from the admin - 
istration of the general property tax. 
Before his tnmauguration he called a 
,eonference of representative citizens 
to consider the entire problem and 
he decided to submit a comprehen- 
sive program which tn large measure 
received legisiative approval 

In the first place new revenue 
laws were enacted taxing incomes,

Gov. Hyde's Program.

The 
change in composition of the State 
Board of Equalization made possible 
the approval of the full valuation 
recommended by the Tax Commis- 
sion. As the new tax measures were 
producing sufficient revenue for 
State purposes the Legislature re- 
duced the State tax rate for revenue 
purposes from 15 cents to 7 cents on 
the $100 valuation, so that despite 
the increased valuation less money 
was collected for State revenue pur- 
poses from the general property tax | 
in 1921 than in 1920.

IHIGH TAXES ABROAD : 
HAMPERING BUSINESS 


icy—Canada’s Low Fees Permit 
Rapid Growth, 


High and discriminatory taxes on 
motor vehicles are proving to be in-| 
jurious to motor transportation of 


certain foreign countries. 

In Japan this is strikingly {llus- 
trated. The authorities of Tokio, ap- 
parently seeking revenue, raised the 
motor tax by 50 to 80 per cent. The 
operating costs became excessive and 
many cars were retired from service. 
At the time there were 56000 cars in 
circulation. Upon promulgation of 
the law, 600 licenses were returned 
and a like number placed in storage. 
A major problem of Japan, that of 
congestion in cities, was made more 
difficult of solution, because of the 
decrease in modern transportation. 

The central Japanese Government. 
renlizing this error, recently sent an 
official to United States to study our 
traffic arrangements. His conclusion 
was that Japan can solve its problem 
of congested cities best by encourag- 
ing motor-vehicle transportation. The 
removal of discriminatorily high 
taxes is the first step and action in 
that direction may soon be officially 
recommended to the prefectures 
throughout Japan. 

In France, the demoralization of 
the automobile industry is directly 
traceable to high taxes. Although 
French manufacturers have an un- 
usual advantage in their home mar- 
ket because of an import duty of 46 
per cent they are still unable to keep 
their factories reasonably busy. The 
numerous and high taxes make op- 
eration of any type of motor vehicle 
exceedingly expensive and many per- 
sons, whose occupation might make 
use of an automobile prerequisite. 
have to forego its time-saving advan- 


tages and perform their work in a) 


less efficient manner. 
The automobile situation tn En- 


igiand is similar to that of France. 


Motor vehicles, despite their utility 
value which was especially empha- 
sized during strikes, are taxed. The

Lord Ducie himself has not been outdone in the mat- 
ter of prolificacy by any of those who remained in Ea 
gland.

The first plane to which decent people go is called 
“Summerland” by Sir Arthur. There life is much the 
same as life on the earth, only it is “set two or three 
octaves higher.” It is less gross and material than ou 
present existence, without any physical pain or strug- 
gle and with infinitely more happiness. Mental strug- 
gle and some measure of mental pain there fs, as the 
spirit strives for perfection. Progress depends on spit- 
itual attainments before as well as after death. Titles, 
ranks, material successes, all achievements so highly 
rated here, count as nothing at all there. 

Forty years is the average span of life in “Summef- 
land.” Then the spirit passes on to still more wondef- 
ful worlds. Angels, once inhabitants of the earth, are 
the denizens of the higher spheres. Of the upper reaches 
of heaven we know but little, but of “Summerland” We 
are rather well informed by lately departed spirits, he 
says.
